Silva Said-to Have Been in St. Louis in 
Hiding Since Yesterday Morninge— 
Maj. Rainwater Says the Embezzler 
Will Be Vigorously Prosecuted—Col. 
Overall Interviewed—Some Queer De- 
velopments Expected. 


Louls J. Silvais tn St. Louts. The alleged 
@mbezzler of $176,000 from the Rainwater Hat 
Co., and who has been (at least nominally) a 
fugitive from justice since the 25th of last 
October, has recognized that the jig fs up, 
and will surrender to the law. 

Rufus J. Delano, who 
Silva’s attorney, told a _representa- 
tive of the Post-Dispatcu this after- 
moon that Mrs, Silva, who has been in 
the city for more than a weck, has 
brought about a climax, the nature of 
which, Mr. Delano promised, would be pub- 
lic property, ifmot this afternoon then cer 
tainly to-morrow morning. Mr. Delano 
said further that he was, at the mo- 
ment of the interview, awaiting the 
answerto atelegram that was expected to 
bring about this denouement; that Mrs. Silva 
had to-day been givine her attention ex- 
clusively to the needful negotiations, and 
that the culmination would be reached as 
stated. 

Allof whichis now known to mean that 
Louls J. Silva hascome back to St. Louls to 
submit to arrest and indictment, and 
thereafter trust to the law’s  de- 
Jays and other instrumentalities to avoida 
term of service inthe penitentiary. Such 1s 
the status of this notorigus caseat the pres- 
ent time, 

While refusing to state whether or noa 
compromise had been reached Mr. Delano 
made the following noteworthy remark: 

**I hope the press won’t be too harsh in 
their judgments on this matter.’’ 

WHAT WILL FOLLOW. 

What will follow when Louls J. Silva has 
come out into the open is the subject of wiae 
differences of opinion. 

There is one set of theories to 
the effect that he will be 
immediately thrown into jail and prosecuted 
under the criminal statutes with all the rigor 
that his crime merits; that his ingratitude 
to his indulgent employers will be sternly 
avenged, and that such a mass 
of evidence proving premeditation in his 
crime willbe produced that no fine-drawn 
distortions of testimony or skillful misap- 

plications of law will save him from the 
obloquy of criminal penance. 

Butanother view of this caseis taken by 
divers individuals of analytical minds. They 
hold to the theory that Silva has not been 
*‘*‘wanted’’ here, as that term is used by 
police oMcials; that he made a clean breast 
ofhis crime before leaving, and that there 
was ample time left after he confessed 
to, bring about his arrest if that course had 
* deemed advisable. The frequent in- 
térviews of Mrs. Silva and Louls J. Silva’s 
sister with representatives of the Rainwater- 
Bradford Hat Co,—sandwiched between 
Mrs. Silva’s absences from the city—are inter- 
preted as proof that they held something in 
common that had not developed with the 
news of Silva’s embezzlement and flight, 

COL. OVERALL HAD SILVA’S STORY. 

As recently as noon to-day (Monday) Col. 
John H. Overall, Maj. Rainwater’s attorney, 
professed to be in absolute ignorance of the’ 
pending culmination of the Silva case. 

‘I Knew that Mrs. Silva had seen Maj. 


Rainwater when she first returned tothe city 
but that wasa week or so ago, anti I have 
heard nothing since.

The Lake Michigan Region Swept 
by Furious Gales. 


A Destructive Hurricane Blowing 70 


Miles an Hour at Chicago.

NUMEROUS CASUALTIES REPORTED AND 
MANY OTHERS EXPECTED. 


A Lady Blown Against a Hydrant and 
Fatally Hurt—Vehioles Overturned in 
the Streets and the Occupants Injured 
~The Angry Waters of the Lake 
Eweep!ng Overthe Water Front Parkr— 
A Like Condition Prevailing at Mii- 
waukee—Wind, Enow and Sleet Else- 
where. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—A Dlizzard of the most 
approved pattern with snow, sleetand an 
energetic wind swept down on Chicago liast 
night, and to-day raged with constantly in- 
creasing Violence. Great snow drifts biocked 
the streets, surburban trains were delayed 
and snow sweepers were Kept iacessantly In 
useto prevent stoppage of the street car 
lines, trafic on which was badly delayed. 
The blizzard is the ‘most severe that has 
visited Chicago for many years. 

At noon the wind was blowing at the rate 
of seventy miles an hour with indications 
that the storm would continue through the 
night with the coldest weatherof the year. 
All incoming trains were froman hour to 
two hours lute and the roads were becoming 
worse blocked allthetime. The wind rushed 
around the down-town corners with terrific 
force, carrying pedestrians off their feet and 
injuring many. 

Mrs. Jane Brahany was hurled againsta 
fire plug at Dearborn and Van Buren streets 
and fatally injured. Many carriages on 
Michigan avenue, where the wind sweeps 
Straight off the iake, were overturned, but 
none of the occupants were seriously in- 
jured. 

Lake Michigan was lashed intoa fury, and 
the waves rushed over the breakwater and 
swept clear across the Illinois Central Rail- 
way tracks into Lake Front Park. 

So severe was the storm that at the public 
schools only about one-third of the pupils 
were present. At many of the schools the 
teachers were absent as well as the scholars. 


At the Hammond School but 85 pupils were 
present out of 900, and reports from other 
schools showed a similar condition, 

Business at the stock yards wag practically 
Suspended, Few people were aboat the yards 
and no buyers put in an-appearance. 

One ofthe large observation windows in 
the Leiand Hotel was blown in and@ several 
guests narrowly escaped injury by the fall- 
ing glass. 

All of the mall trains coming into Ohicago 

were seriously delayed. Several of the city 
deliveries were abandoned and the mail 
service generally demoralized. Telephone 
and telegraph wires suffered severely. 
Many wires weretorn from their fastenings 
poles were blown down and many crossed 
currents injured the service. 
* Charles Chash, driver of a bakery wagon, 
was probably fatally injured, the wind over- 
turning his wagon on Eighty-second street. 
His leg was broken and he received internal 
injuries. 

Three men at the water-works crib, four 
Miles outin the lake, were brought face to 
face with death. The landing  plat- 
orm was smashed by the waves, which 
washed over the crib structure, drench- 
ing the imprisoned men. The telephone line 
to the station was uninjured, and the men 
telephoned the building was being shaken 
frightfully by the wind and waves. No life- 
boat could live in the storm and noeffort to 
rescue the men could be made,

All Records Broken. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.—After ,continu- 
ing fortwenty-four hours and breaking all 
records recorded by the local weather bu- 
reau, the blizzard suspended operations this 


morning at 10 o’clock, so far as the snow ac: 
companiment is concerned. A brisk wind 
still blows from the north, and, though the 
mercury is low, being 14 degrees above zero, 
the indications are for much colder weather 
to-night. This morn'ng the snow lies s!x- 
teen inches on the level and 1s badly drifted. 
All street car trafficis suspended. Not one 
street car line in town 1s running. 

Railroad traffic is simply paralyzed. From 
8 o’ciock last night until 6 o’clogk this morn- 
ing there was not a wheel turning within 
fifty miles ofthis city. The record at the 
Union Depot shows that five trains arrived 
and departed from 8 o’clock last night up to 
noon. By to-night, however, the roads ex- 
pect tohave sufficiently cleared the tracks 
to allow of the Geparture and arrival of at 
least three- quarters of the trains.

PECKHAW’S NOMINATION. 


The Jadiciary Committee Will Make No

sand and blocks of broken coral heaped into 
a wall about seven feet above the sea. 

From Roncador Ledge a barrier reef extends 
tothe southeastward for about three and 
one-half miles to some dry rocks, whence it 
curves slightly to the southward and ex- 
tends to the southeastward of the bank, 
About halfa mile from the isliandand just 
within the edge of the reefthereis a small 
sandbank, and about a mile further to the 
southeast there is another. These banks 
and severel low ridges of dry rocks sur- 
rounding the cay or coral ledge are fre- 
quently submerged. As the chart indicates, 
the reef is 240 miles from Colon.

OTHER NAVAL DISASTERS. 

The last naval disaster suffered by the 
United States was ths lossof the Despatch, 
off Assateague Shoals, Virginia, Oct, 10, 1891. 


No lives were lostatthat time. The Huron 
went to pieces off Oregon Inlet, North Caro- 
lina, during a terrible hurricane, Nov. 24, 
1877, and 104 lives were lost. The most nota- 
ble disaster in which our ships have been In- 
volved was the hurricane at Samoa, in which 
the Trenton, Vandalia and Nipsic were 
wrecked and 145 lives in all lost. This in- 
ciuded the loss from all vessels at Apia. The 
disaster happened March 15, 1889, and three 
German ships also were lost. On Feb. 18, 
1888, the Ashuelot went ashore on a rock off 
the coast of China, and eleven men were lost. 
It is'expected that the los of the Kearsarge 
will result in the placing of a lighthouse on 
koncador Bank. The United States Navy De- 
partment has earnestly sought to bring this 
about for several years, but, owing to the 
wish that other nations should share in the 
expense, it has not yet been accomplished.

‘*How did you come to be connected with 
the case, it being one in thp civil courts?’’ 

‘*The reason ts simple, The whole question 
turned on what happenedin the ecclesiastt- 
cal court where Iwas attbrney. The ques- 
tion was, Was Fr. Corbettsuspended by that 
court? It was the aftermath ofa case I had 
fought to a conclusion,'and which I cer- 
tainly considered settled) Fr. Corbett came 
down to St. Louls to engage me to attend the 
case of the priests bef¢re the Metropolitan 
Court of Dubuque, and 1 declined to take it, 
as I had not the time and had all I wanted of 
cases against Bishop Bonacum,. After he 
returned he sent me word that 
the Bishop had scattered hand- 
Dills all over hig parish telling 
his people that he was guspended from the 
sacred ministry and commanding them not 
to have anything to do with him. These 
dodgers were handed the people by an agent 


of the Bishop as they were entering and 
leaving the church during a forty hours’ 
devotion. He told me he had had 
the Bishop arrested for libel on his 
good name, This involved the question set- 
tled in this case, in which I was attorney, 
and Fr. Corbett’s attorneys said my presence 
was absolutely necessary.’’ 


HISTORY OF THE TRIAL. 

‘*What was the result of the trial in which 
you were engaged?’’ 

**Fr. Corbett was tried by Bishop Bonacum 

and suspended, I laid the case  be- 

fore the Apostolic Deisgate and 


Mgr. Satollisuspended the suspension. The 
Apostolic Delegate telegraphed me from 
Washington that he had done so. He and 
his court came to-Omaha and heard both 
sides and terms of peace were agreed upon. 
The Apostolic Delegate wrote to me from St. 
Paul that Bishop Bonacum had promised in 
writing that he would take no further action 
against the complaining priests and wouid 
in future treat them kindly.’’ 

Here Fr. Phelan showed the letter of Mer. 
Satolli, where were, sure enough, the words: 
‘*Scripto mihi prom'isit.’’ 

“The Bishop then wrote to Fr. Corbett that 
he eonsidered this action of the apostolic 
delegate ‘most extraordinary,’ but that he 
would comply with his wishes and raise the 
suspension that haa been inflicted on him. 
This ought to have settled the affair, and 
did until Bishop Bonacum scattered his hand- 
bills notifying the people of Palmyra that bhé 
had suspended Fr. Corbett from the sacred 
ministry. The only person that could dis- 
prove that statement was myself, and I was 
bound to defend the judgment I had won in 
the ecclesiastical court. ’’ 

**Who brought the suit?’’ 

**The State Drought the suit; the attorneys 
were three lawyers of Lincoln.’’ 


IN THE COURTS. 
**Do you think it was right for Fr. Corbett 
to bring his bishop into court?’’ 
‘*If ne thought the bishop had maliciously 
libeled him, certainly. Libel is an offense 
against the law inevery State in the Union. 


When Bishop Bonacum took out naturaliza- 
tion papers he swore he would obey 
the laws. He has not been exempted 
from that obligation by becoming a Bishop. 
Any citizen who thinks himself slandered by 
another citizen can complain to the State, 
and she willcite the citizen complained of 
and compel him toeither prove or retract. 
TAis is no hardship to any man,and not even 
the President of the United States can claim 
exemption fromthis duty. It is not neces- 
sary that the man shall prove his complaint; 
it is enough that he belleves that he has veen 
slandered, All men are not lawyers, and the 
only penalty puton the complainant Is the 
costs of the trial in case he failis.’’ 

‘*But are not priests prohibited from suing 
a Bishop?’’ 

**Every citizen is obliged to answer the 
complaint of a fellow citizen before the 
court, and‘no freeman will eonsider it an tn- 
dignity to do so. If Mgr. Satollisayg anything 
derogatory ofa citizen he will not hide ber 
hind bis charactér, but if complaint is made 
he will willingly prove his statement or re- 
tract it like a man. 

**A bishop has no more right tosiander a 
priest than a priest has to slander a bishop, 
and when a Dishop gives occasion of com- 
plaint he should not think it beneath his 
dignity to prove or retract his words.’’ 

**Could not that slander case of Fr. Corbett 
have been brought before the metropolitan 
court?’’ 

‘*Certainly not. No bishopcan try another 
bishop. Bishops can be tried only by the 
Pope. Cardinal Gibbons cannot hear the 
most trivial case against the humblest 
bishop in the United States. It is an axiom 
in canon law in our day that bishops can be 
tried only by the Sovereign Pontiff.’’ 

**Can’t Mer, Satollitry a bishop?’’ 

‘*The lop? may have delegated to him the 
power, but last month when I spoke to him 
about the conduct of Bishop Bonacum, he 
threw up his hands and said, ‘Whatcan Ido 
with him? He promises and does not keep 
his promise.’ ’’

He Gotaed 
behind technicalities, and finally prevailed 
on the Court to dismiss it for want of prose- 
cution, Butnow he proposes mapfally to 
try the case on its merits with himself as 
plaintiff. If he does it will be the most mag- 
nanimous thing he has done inall the years 
of his episcopate.’’ 


SEVERE ON BONACUM. 
**You say the court dismissed the case.’’ 
**Yes, we had ayoung lawyeras Judge. He 
isa very bright manand a very conscientious 
man. He was too good a lawyer for his office 


and too bad a iawyer for the case. Had he 
been a mat of common sense he would have 
tried the case on its merits and left the fine 
points of law for the higher courts. As it 
was, he decided niceties of law that have 
never before been decided this side of a su- 
preme court. Wedid not object to the de- 
cision, for we brought the Bishop just so far 
that the next step would land bim in 

jail. We never intended to put him 

there. The court decided that Bishop 

could slander priets provided he did not 

communicate the slandertoany but Catho- 

lics, and the state had not shown that any 

Protestant had reaa the caluminous circular, 

But we brought the Bishop tothe door of the 

jail, and let him look in, just to let him see 

how he liked it. It will dohim good. Ifitis 

not insanity, but want of knowledge, that 

makes him act in this way, the experience of 
last week will do him good.’’ 

‘*What will Fr, Corbett do?’’ 

‘‘Idon’tknow. LTamnothis adviser. I 
presume ifthe Bishop repeats that siander 
he willhave him arrestedagain, But if he 
calls on me to prove my statements in court 
it will open up the case of the priests against 
him and there will be po necassity to try him 
in Dubuque on the twenty-two charges there 
made against him, of which falsehood is the 
least. Then we will put onthe stand Bishop 
Bourke, who two years ago published a card 
In the newspaper, branding the Bishop 
of Lincoln as a Mar and calumatator. 
Will the priests keep up the fight? Why, 
they have 1ormed a society of self- protection 
called the ‘St. Bernard Priests’ Protection 
Society.’ They have elected officers, and 
stand pledged to make good their charges 
against the Bishop. I presume they have 
selected the name of St. bernard because he 
took a Pope totask. These are all good men 
and in the church you can’t down a good 
man who knows how to defend himself.’’ 

‘*But can a bishop prosecute a priest for 
bringing him Into the civil courts?’’ 

**If bishops aretoo big to answer the lawful 
complaint ofa citizen, he should emigrate to 
some other country, where castes are recog- 
nized by law. He could as justiy prosecute 
him for voting the Democratic ticket. If 
citizens think they have been injured in their 
civil rights they have aright to compiain in 
the courts, and no man Is above answering. 
Not even the President of the United 
States,’’ 

‘*But dia you call the Bishop a Nar?’’ 

‘*I did not. I never called any mana Har 
in my life, I repeated and emphasized the 
words of the complaint... I did not address a 
single word to tne Bishop of Lincoln eon 
my entire stay inthat city. But I charge 
that imthe letterto Morgan he had lied, and 
Il was only too anxious to proveit. But they 
would not give me an opportunity.’’ 

**But what about the scandal?’’ 

‘*‘Now, lam sick of this everlasting shift- 
ing of thecriminality fromthe shoulders of 
the guilty authors of the crimeto those of 
the innocent sufferers who would expose it. 
The Savior says itis necessary that scandals 
come. Peace is at hand. Three moarths 
afterI get Bishop Bonacum onthe standin 
Lincoln all the trouble in that dlocese will be 
at anend. There will benoneed of.a trial 
at Dubuque or Washington.’’

Charges Robert Osterhorn Makes Against

The suitfor QGivorce of Robert Osterhorn 
against his wife, Annie Belle Osterhorn, was 
on trial to-day before Judge Valliant.

The Murname lot is on the Assessor’s books 
ata Valuation of $840, while the assessment 
@gainst it for improvement purposes is 
$169.76, or $259.76 above the 25 per cent limit. 
It was claimed that the law was un- 
constitutional, inasmuch as by its provision 
removing the assessment limit in st. Louls 
and not elsewhere it was discriminating 
@zainsta particular section or locality. All 
the allegations made in the petition were de- 
murred toand the demurrer sustained this 
morning by Judge Fisher. 

Leverett Bell, counsel forthe plaintiff, im- 
mediately filed his appeal bond and Is pre- 
paring tocarry the case through to the Su- 
preme Court.

FEARED TERRELL’S THREAT. 


One of the Imprisoned Armenians Ke- 
leased by the Turkish Government. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 13.—United States 
Minister Alex. W. Terrell, after taking a 
vigorous standin the matter and threaten- 
ing toaskthe United States Government to 
send one or more war ships to Iskanderum, 
Northern Syria, has succeeded in obtaining 
the release of one of two armenians, natur- 
alized Americans, who have been imprisoned 
there for some time. 

Minister Terrell was only informed of the 
arrest of the two naturalized Americans 
after they were in prison for about two 


months, and he immediately demanded their 
liberation. The Porte contended that they 
were Turkish subjects,and announced Its de- 
termination to maintain its rightto keep 
them in prison pe.ding their trial for high 
treason.

RECEIVERSHIP ABUSES. 

Gov. Tillman of South Carolina will do 
much to redeem his wild-catism if his pro- 
test against the abuse of railroad receiver- 
ships under the control of United States 
Courts awakens Congress and the country 
to the necessity for radical reform in this 
matter, 

The memorial of Gov. Tillman on the 
subject of receivership abuses in his State 
and the McGann resolution for an inquiry 
into the action of Judge Jenkins in the 
Northern Pacific case bring the subject 
squarely before Congress. But any inquiry 
which may be instituted should be broad 
enough in scope to cover the entire field 
and to serve as the basis for action which 
will cut out the.core of the evil. 

Some members of the House Judiciary 
Committee are reported to be’ in doubt as 
to the propriety of the consideration of 
this matter by Congress, on the ground 
that one branch of the Government should 
not interfere with the conduct of another. 
The objection is untenable, The courts 
cannot act except upon the basis of law. 
The abuses complained of grew out of 
the interpretation and application of fed- 
erallaws. Jt cannot be denied that Con- 
gress has at all timethe right and power 
to inquire into the operation of its own 
laws and to make such amendments as in 
its judgment may seem necessary and fit. 

Congress may also bring impeachment 
proceedings against any public function- 
ary guilty of corruption or abuse. An in- 
quiry into railroad receiverships is, there- 
fore, clearly within the jurisdiction of 
Congress. The tendency of the Federal 
courts to exercise excessive powers and to 
permit gross abusesinthe administration 
of receiverships has been manifest for 
some time past. There is no doubt about 
the desirability of such an inquiry.

The story of the defeat of the Sugar 
Trust, published in yesterday’s Post-D1s- 
PATCH, throws a flood of light on the leg- 
islative methods of these monopolies. 
The lobby has been practically aban- 
doned because in the changed circum- 
stances it is a useless expense. Instead,the 
trust relies wholly upon ‘‘retained’’ Sena- 
tors and Representatives, who act as its 
attorneys on the floor where they plead its 
cause against the people. The sugar men 
have no political opinions, but are in pol- 
itics for ‘‘ what there isin it.’’ They con- 
tributed liberally to both campaign funds, 
but as the chances seemed to favor the 
Democrats as election day approached in 
1892, they made an additional investment 
with Tammany, and now claim their quid 
pro quo. Republican and Democratic Sen- 
ators are enlisted in the work and may be 
expected to try at least to earn their re- 
ward.

MYSTERIOUS MAMMON. 


There was a curious discussion in the 
Senate recently on a resolution from Mr. 
Peffer. It was excited by the fact that a 
part of the resolution required the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to give the names and 
places of business of the persons and firms 
and companies or corporations purchasing 
the new Government bonds, with the 
amount of each sale and the price. 

Senator Sherman ubjected that a call for 
the names of individuals who had made an 
offer to buy bonds had never been made, 
It would be very injudicious to the public 
credit. He moved to strike out that part 
of the resolution calling for names. No 
other Senator appears to have agreed 
with Mr. Sherman that it was 
important that the names should 
be omitted. Senator Allen declared the 
people had a right to know the class of 
persons who are dealing in the securities 
of the country, and to know whether 
these securities are being purchased by the 
masses or whether they are being gathered 
up by domestic or foreign corporations, or 
by citizens of foreign countries, to be held 
against the industries of thecountry. Sen- 
ator Sherman insisted that this publicity 
would be a bad example, and that a manin 
dealing with the Government ought to 
have security against the publicity of his 
affairs among his neighbors; but the Sena- 
tor, finding no support for his motion, 
finally withdrew it. 

Mr. Sherman might have been a little 
more explicit, and many will wonder why 
he should approve of secret methods in so 
public a matter as the sale of Govern- 
ment bonds. Except to avoid taxation

STORY OF THE ASSAULT COMMITTED ON 
HIM IN HIS ROOM BY ROBBERS 


They Cams to Beg, and When He Refused 
Them, Having Doubts of Their Worthi- 
ness, They Assaulted Him, One of 
Them Striking Him on the Head With 
a Bottle—Made Their Escape-—The Cap 
Clew—Prof. Hayes’ Record. 


Prof. Richard tayes died at 4:30 0’cloek 
this morning at the St. Louls Mullanphy 
Hospital from the result of injuries 
he received some weeks ago when 
assaulted and beaten by thugs and 
robbers in his room at 608 Olive street. Dr. 
I, N. Love, who attended him, had antici- 
pated his death several days ago. He has 
been unconscious for some days past. 

Several times during his illness had his case 
been pronounced hopeless, but aided by his 
strong constitution, he rallied and it was 
hoped that he would recover. For daysata 
time he would remain delirious and uncon- 
scious, until death seemed near at hand, but 
each time he would rally agesin and for a 
few days improve rapidly, only to suffer 
from another relapse, leaving him weaker 
than before. He suffered very severely from 
his wounds, the most important one being a 
terrible gash several inches long in his scalp. 
He has fo relatives in this city, but hasa 
brother living in the East, 5 


THE ASSAULT. 

One month ago Friday, between 5 and 6 
o’clock in the evening, the professor sat in 
his room, 610 Olive street. The bulldiag its 
an old fashioned, narrow office bullding, a 
store on the ground floorand some half doz- 


en tenants occupying offices above. T 
professor occupied a room on the third story, 
right at the head of the filght of stairs. On 
the day In question he was the sole occupant 
of the building, allthe offices on the second 
floor being closed. It was the professor's 
well-known philanthrophy which undoubt- 
edly invited the assault, together with his 
unsuspicious carelessness, which led him 
to usually leave the doorof hisroom par- 
tially open. 

The day before the assault took place three 
menapplied tothe professor for assistance. 
In all, some, $2 was distributed between 
them. About.5:39 o’clock the following even- 
ing one of the men whom he had assisted 
the day before again put in an appearance 
with another long tale of woe and asked the 
professor for further help. Prof. Hayes sus- 
pected that he was a fraud and politely told 
him that he could do nothing more for him, 
Grumblingly the fellow turned to the door 
and started toleavethe room. Outside the 
stairway was in utter darkness, and In kindly 
consideration the professor walked to the 
door with his visitor, intending to Nght 
him down the first filght of stairs. As 
the door was opened a second fellow 
appeared and withouta word grabbed the 
professor by the throat with one hand and 
with theother dealt hima stunning biow 
over the head with a large empty bottie. The 
bottle broke and as the professor fell his as- 
sallant, Kneeling upon his chest, and with 
the Jagged end of the bottie dealt him sev- 
eral other ferocious blows in the face, 
cutting the old gentleman in a frightful 
manner. Even after the weapon used had 
been reduced to small fragments, use- 
less for purposes of assault, the fel- 
low kneeled upon the professor's pros- 
trate and almost unconscious form deal- 
ingsavage blow after blow with clenched 
fistsin his face. Alter venting his fury in 
this way the fellow proceeded to loot the 
pockets of the helpless man, securing some 
$22 in all, and handing the plunder to his 
confederate, who stood immediately be- 
him, This done both hurriedly left. The first 
fellow’s cap had been left inthe scuffle and 
in its place he placedjthe professor’s own hat 
on his head, 

When discovered after the assault prem. 
Hayes was at once taken tothe St. Louis 
Mullanphy Hospital by his friends. He was 
ina terrible condition, His face was ag Dlack 
as anegro’s, cut and bruised out of all hu- 
man semblance. The most serious wound 
was @ severe scalp wound, some three inches 
long, which obstinately refused to hea}. Dr, 
1, N..Love,jan old pupil of the professor’s, 
gave the case his immediate personal atten- 
tion, but in spite of the utmost care the pa- 
tient gradually grew worse. ltils age made 
his case an aimost hopel:ss one, 

THE CAP CLEW. 

In makingasearch of the room, after the 
professor had Deen removed to the hospital, 
the janitor chanced to movea small trunk 
belonging to the professor which stood clage 
to the wall, !mmediately against the door of 
his room and exactly upon the spot at which 
he was assaulted. Behind the trunk, and 
before completely hidden from Viqw, was 
found a cap, which circumstances show 
must, without doubt, have been 
dropped by one of the robbers, It is 
of the rough cloth variety, very much 
wora, and of the style frequently 
affected by men of the rougher Class. It Is 
very high tn the crown, almost like a small 
sack in shape, with a dilapidated peak in 
front. It is worn pulled Gown weli behind, 
so as to cover the entire upper portion of the 
head and to almost cover the ears. Its 
cheapness and its warmth makes this style of 
headgeara favorite with roustabouts and 
with the rougher laboring Classes, in whose 
estimation comfort is more to be des 
than appearances. 

The theory held 
fectly natural one under the circumstances, 
is that one of the men who assaulted and 
robbed the professor wore that cap when he 
stood outside the door of the room jatent 
upon his mission of violence and plunder, 
As the professor struggied with his assall- 
ants with what Httle strength he could 
summon under the strain of their 
terrible blows, it is thought that the 
scoundrel’s hat was brushed from his 
head and fell unnoticed to its out-of-the-way 
resting place benindthe trunk. When the 
struggle was over and the villains had com- 
pieted their work of robbery the one who had 
lost his cap, unwilling to risk capture by 
making a prolonged search for it, seized the 
professor's own hat, @ edora of latest 
style, and hurriedly made his escape from 
the building. In waving SS cap he left be- 
hind the link which will ‘probably result in 
hig capture and conviction ofa most brutal 


crime. 
HE RECOGNIZED THE HAT. 

The professor was shown the cap found in 
hisroom. He immediately identified it as 
the one worn by one of his assailants. He 
could picture, he said, the face of the man 
who struck him with a bottle beneath it. In

WasuInGron, Feb. 12.—Representative Mc- 
Millin, chairman of the Ways and Means Sub- 
committee, to whom the Hatch anti-option 
bill was referred, says he will not ask the 
sub-committee to consider the bill until Mr. 
Hatch has an opportunity to ask the House 
to take the bili from the Ways and Means 
Committee and refer it to the Committee on 
Agriculture. 

Mr. McMillin says there is no desire on the 
part of himself or his associates to hold on to 
the anti-option bill, and they would be giad 
to have Mr. Hatch’s committee in chargé of 
it. 

This disposes of the reports that there 
would be an animated contest for control of 
the bill, as Mr. McMillin is ready and anxious 
to surrender the control. 

This also insures an early and favorable re- 

_ port, asthe significant point of contention 
betweenthe two committees was that the 
Agricultural Committee would speedily re- 
port in favor of restricting options, while the 
Ways and Means Committee action was un- 
certain and likely inany event to be reached 
only after a considerable time. . 


CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


Benator White Interesting Himself in 
Securing Protection for Them. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Senator White of 
California has been interesting himself in 
securing protection to fruits of his State. The 
people of California say they will be very 
much hurtifthe fruit schedules ofthe Mc- 
Kinley billare allowed to stand as they now 
are. Mr. White is particularly anxious to 
secure protection for oranges, prunes and 
raisins. In this effort the California Senator 


is receiving the assistance of the Florida 
Senators, who are very anxious to have the 
duty on oranges increased. 

Senator White says that the fruits of Cali- 
fornia will be compelled to enter into com- 
petition with those of the Mediterranean 
and of Mexico, and the result would be thac 
the foreign fruits would make it unprofit- 
able to raise fruits in California. 

The ,Fiorida men think the competition 
they would have would be with the West 
Indies, which would be very damaging to 
the orange industries of that State. 

Senator White is in full sympathy also with 
Senator Dubois of Idahoin his effortto se- 
cure a duty upon silver lead ores. The 
Wilson bill allows these ores to come in free 
if they are more valuable for silverthan 
lead, It is claimed that when a car is loaded 
with lead itis easy to put erough silver on 
top of the lead to make it appear more valu- 
abie for silver than lead and the re- 
sult is that Mexican lead is 
practically allowed to come in 
free. This wasthe arrangement up tothe 
time the McKinley law went into effect. Then 
a duty of $20 perton was put upon all lead 
ore, and the result has been to restrict toa 
considerable extent the importation of Mex!t- 
can ore. Senator White savs this very fact 
shows thistsa good revenue articie. While 
he thinks it may be well to reduce the duty 
some, the Senator thinks a duty ought to be 
kept oa in the interest of revenue. 


KNOTTY PROBLEM FOR CONGRESS. 


gComplications Over the Stock of the Union 
Fac fic Railroad. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—Congress will 
haveahard problem to solve soon in the 
complications which have arisen over the 
stock of the Union Pacific Rallroad, now in 
the hands of receivers. During the past 
week there has been much gqulet discussion 
ofthe matter, spurred on by the attention 
given toother embarrassments in the rall- 


road situation arising from the management 
of roads by receivers. 

Mr. G. P. Huntington has been io Washing 
ton several days in consultation a part of the 
time with Senator Bryce, the chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Pacific Railroads 
and also with other senators and Representa- 
tives. A result of his visit was the introduc- 
tion ofa bill for refunding the debt of the 
Union Pacific. Mr. Huntington’s time was 
spent in explaining his views to the repre- 
sentatives of the House Commit- 
tee on Pacific Rallroads. This com- 
mittee, however, seems disposed to permit 
the Senate to take the initiative in proposing 
plans for adjusting the indebtedness of .the 
railroad tothe Government. If it should go 
‘to work independently to devisea scheme of 
its own, troublesome differences would 
probably ensue between the two houses.

The charge of harsh treat- 
ment of my wife is likewise untrue, My wife 
andl lived together for twenty-one years, 
from the time of our marriage at Portiand, 
Ure,, to her death, happily and withouta 
separation at any time, er death wasa 
serious blow to me. The assertion on the 
partofthe, Pixieys thatI hold allthe deeds 
and mortgages belonging to Miss Pixley 1s 
certainly true. They are allin my name and 
willremainso. Who else will have them? 
it was through my management that Miss 
Pixley made ber fortune. She left every- 
thing to me to be daisposed of as I 
saw best. It was never intended that 
Mrs. Pixley, her mother, should be left un- 
provided tor. Ihave taken care of the 
whole family for over twenty years. Mrs. 
Pixley has got me into a nice little scrape by 
her ill-advised talking, and it’s & poor way to 
set about obtaining what she alleges is due 
her, Ofcourse lshall continue to look out 
for my mother-in-law; but I doubtif I will 
contribute anything more for the half- 
brothers of my wife tosport with on Broad- 
way. They are old enough and big enough to 
earn aliving forthemselves, Certainly 1’m 
going to look into what they have said 
against me, and am not goingto furnish 
them with the weapons to @ght me with. 
There really never has been too much feeling 
between Annie’s family and myself. 

“*I received a letter from my old frienu, 
Dr. Fleming, saying that the old lady was 
very irate, or something to that effect, but I 
did not Know what bounds her anger or im- 
patience had led her until now.

starr lL. Pixley, drother of the dead actress, 
says in behalf of the familly: 

‘*We all belleve that the manner in which 
my sistercame so suddenly toan ena is, to 
say the ieast, pecullar. While we have no 
proof on which to base a prosecution of Robt. 
Fulford, her husband, for causing the death 
of my sister, the published stories and Inter- 
views with my mother and sisterrepresent 
our opinions on the subject. The only object 
of thelegal proceedings we are preparing 
to take is to obtain what we Delleve tuo be our 
rightto a proper share of Annie’s estate, 
andtocause Mr, Fulfordto make a proper 
accounting to us of the disposition o7 the will, 
deeds and papers of my sister, in which we 
can prove we are interested. My sister 
trusted implicitly in her husband; he was 
alwaysin full controlof her property, and 
deposited in banks all her money in his name 
sothat Annie had to goto her busband for 
every dollar she wanted to spend. 

‘‘Annie’s Drain was in no way affected.Last 
Seprember, when she was lil, her husband 
called in br. Walter Fleming to attend her. 
Dr. Fleming and Mr. Fulford were intimate 
Iriends. Annie did not like him and begged 
that she be permitted to have another phy- 
Siclan. We don’t Know exactly what the 
powders Aere which were prescribed for her 
and which were so persistently and regu. 
larly administered by Joyce, Annie’s maid 
and dresser, We wish we had kept one of 
these for @nalysis. Asit stands, however,’’ 
continued Mr. Pixley, ‘-we can only give it 
@s our opinion that Annie’s Geath was very 
inysterious and her cremation, despite the 
Wish of the family that her remains he sent 
home, only-adds in our minds to the strength 
ofthis view. Theentirelack of proof in a 
legal sense prevents our makiag these 
charges against Fulford. 

‘‘Itis true Mr. Fulford, has complete pos- 
session of the entire estate of his wife. 
Everything has been transferred to him, and 
we suspect Joyce to have assisted in this. 
lier writing is certainly very like that of my 
Sister. We Jon’t think ft possiodle that Annie 
ever intended to leave her mother or any of 
us outof herwill. In fact, itis well known 
to many Wlo Knew my sisterthat she pro- 
Claimed her intention of providing hand- 
somely for her mother. Only a short time 
previous to ier departure for England Annie 
showel Alice, her sister, a type-written doc- 
ument, with biue cover, which was undoubt- 
edly her will. She kept this document tn her 
writing-desk. She one day showed Alice this 
paper, covering all but a few lines, and 
called her attention toa clause reading: ‘To 
Alice, $2,500, a diamond gun-burst hair ring.’ 
There is no doubt in our minds but that doc- 
ument contained other clauses providing for 
— mother and all of us ‘a share in her es- 

ate.’’

Forsome months Mr. Pardridge has been 
enamored of wheat. He studied the char- 
acter of the fickle cereal with al! the araor of 
his nature, and finally announced that it was 
too high. To show that he wasn’t biuffing he 
sold several milion bushels short. Wheat 
Was then in the 70’s, and at that was con- 
Sidered dirt cheap by a good many of the 
Knowing gentlemen on the board, who 
eagerly grasped the chance to buy the stuff 
that Pardridge offered. 

Since that time the ‘'Plunger’’ has never 
wavered in his faith; but has kept on selling 
and puttia out fresh lines on every rally in 
the price. his he did in the face of the fact 
that he was almost the only man that 
thought as he did But wheat has kept on 
failing, and every % of a cent decline has 
meant thousands for the little operator. On 
Saturday he praetically closed his trades and 
is now in the condition of a looker-on, with 
plenty of cash at his command.

Another less elaborate illustration of the 
spirit of the hard times valentine consists of 
anenvelope of rough brown paper, such as 
butchers use to wraptheir wares. It has 
blanks for addresses on the outside, but is 
supposed to be enclosed In a more formal en- 
velope. In the upper left hand corner are 
the words ‘*If not delivered in five days re- 
turn to Nell’s Adorer, No. 6 St. Valen- 
tine’s Court.’’ the envelope is sealed 
with a large red seal such as Cupid might 
use, on which doves and darts are conspicu- 
ovs. When this is broken and the enclosure 
within the envelope is drawn out, it proves 
to be a sheet of the same elegant paper, 
roughly torn. A heart of large proportions 
and glowing red color adorns the middle of 
the page, and below it are these touching 
lines: 

A poor thing, but thine own— 
1 give it thee, 
Say, dearest, man thou not

‘RICTLY FIRST-CLASS. 


pected With Many Robberies. 
The Terror of Inhabitants on the Shores 
* of Long Island Sound. | 


STORIES OF HER DEPREDATIONS CAME 
FROM NUMEROUS LOCALITIES. 


Her Operations &0 Cunningly Conducted 
It Was Very Difficult to Catch Her—The 


Leads to the Oapture—How Some In- 
auisitive Men and Boys Discovered 
Her Identity—One of the Crew Taken 
in Custody—He Promises a Confes- 
sion. 


‘New YorkK, Feb. 12.—The black boat, which 
has figured so prominently in the many rob- 
beries along the shores of Long Island Sound, 
is at lastin the grasp of the authorities at 
Rye. So is one of her crew and 4 large 
amount of plunder. Her hull was painted 
black and she carried more sail than most 
boats of her size and rig. There were usually 
seven or elght men on her, and when she was 
seen she was usually drifting slowly along. 
Once or twice attempts were made to over- 
take her to obtain a closer view, but the 
crew would hoist sail and slip away from 
any salling craft. Y, 

Stories about the boat came from almost 
every point from City Island east to New 
London. Rye, Port 
other villages in West Chester reported the 
doings of her crew. Then she would be 
heard from along the Connecticut shore— 
first at Saybrook, then at Stamford, then 
back at New London, them at some other 
point. For a long time she was not known 
to be connected with the robbers, but at last 
a farmer, whose hen-roost had suffered, laid 
the blame of the loss to the black sloop, 
which dropped anchor off his farm at sun- 
down on the night of the robbery.

COCKRELL IN A STEW. 


His Elaborate Explanation of His Part in 
the Peace Deal. 


From the Springfield Democrat, 
The following letter was received yesterday 
by Judge Ralph Walker of this city: 


UNITED STATES SENATE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6, ’94. 


MY DEAR JupGr WaLKER—I thank you for 
your favor just opened and read. It gives 
me the opportunity I have beentrying to 
snatch to write you. 

The Presiuent has the clear right toap- 
point whom he pleases--that isto nominate 
lor action by Senate. andto consult whom he 
chooses. Ihave always admitted this and 
have neverattempted to encroach upon it, 
Prior to his nominations at Kansas City and 
St. Louls last fall I went to him in his 
firstandin his present administration and 
gave information send suggestions about ap- 
pointments, not with any object or desire to 
usurp his clear right, Dut Decause it was usual 
and customary,and if I did not xo In advance 
he would send for me; in short, because he 
so desired and expected me to give 
him any informationI had. When he made 
his selections last fali without any informa.- 
tion from me it was a public declaration that 
he no longer desired or expected me to do 
so. I could not with any propriety, decency, 
or self-respect or regard for’ his Clear rights, 
undertake to force him to hear me or 
to receive my information or suggestions. 
There was One course left me—that was to 
decline tointerfere in any manner with his 
clear rights or to recommend anyone for any 
appointment. This was the course 1 pur- 
sued, not because I was mad, aggrieved, 
complaining or sore-headed. I had no 
complaints to make, no grievances to 
cherish. I simply left him perfectly 
free to exercise his unquestioned right in his 
own way—witnout any intermeddling by me. 
There was no cause to be reconciled, no war 
reguiring peace to be made or the interven- 
tion of peacemakers. When he recently sent 
a request for me to call ata certain hour, I 
did not hesitate to go, as I have always done 
and always will Go, as there was no personal 
grievance. 

When Icalled our interview was pleasant 
and friendly as they have always been. 
When he began inguiring about applicants 
for office, I told him frankly, freely,fully and 
kindly my exact positionand my reasons, 
and that I could not consistently recom- 
mend, and would not recommend any 
one tor any office and could give no ex- 
pression of preference forany one. He then 
continued his inquiries about the applicants 
for United States District Attorney and 
Marshal in the Eastern District, but 
did not name the attorneyship 

the Western District nor any 
one of the applicants directly or 
indirectly nor didI. I did not recommend 
any one forany place nor did 1 in any man- 
ner indicate any preference for any one, nor 
didhe. We parted pleasantly as we have 
always done. Thisisthe beginning and the 
end of the so-called reconciliation, peace- 
making, etc., etc. 

He did not refer to any nominations he had 
made; did not name Harrison, Hornblower 
or Peckham; norequest or intjmation that 
he expected or wunted me to vote to confirm 
any one or that he desired any oneconfirmed, 

I cannot belleve that the President has so 
low an estimateof the character and princl- 
ples of any one occupying the high and 
honorable position of United states Senator, 
in the Congress of the United States,a co- 
egual and independent branchof our great 
government, astosuppose that by sending 
for a Senator and seeking from him informa- 
tion about applicants for office to guide him* 
and enable him in the exercise of his unques- 
tioned right, to make judicious selections, he 
expecied toinfluence or control the action 
or vote of such Senator, either upon 
questions of principle or policy, or upon 
nominations made by himto the Senate. It 
seems to me that sucha charge would bea 
direct reflection upon the President person- 
ally and upon the high and exalted pvsition 
he occupies, no less than upon the Senator, 
his principles and integrity. A Senator 
bas no right to reguire of the Presi- 
dent or to expect him to yfeld his honest 
convictions and judgment, nor has the Presi- 
dent any more right to require or expect a 
Senator to yield or forsake his honest convic- 
tions and judgment, even though it be to se- 
cure executive smiles or be visited with ex- 
ecutive frowns. 

During President Cleveland’s first term we 
differed widely on questions of principle and 
policy. I voted to pass bills over his veto. I 
was determinedly opposed to his policy on 
Silver. I voted against confirming any 
nominee 1 believed unworthy, So far as I 
could see it made no difference in our 
personal relations; there was notalk of any 
trouble between Senators and the President; 
there was no talk of reconciliation, of peace- 
maxing; no supposed necessity for such. We 
have differed and still differ most widely on 
many questions of principle and policy. I 
have’ exercised my clear constitutional 
rights, and on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, as I honestly belleved to be my 
duty—criticised the policies and recommen- 
dations of the President, earnestly believing 
them wrong and hurtful and against the in- 
terests'and views of my constituents and of 
the masses of the people of the United 
States. I have voted against confirming the 
nominations of gentlemen for high positions, 
honestly believing them to be improper and 
unwise selections. 

I shall continue to do so regardless of exec 
utive smiles or frowns—‘‘with charity to all 
and malice toward none’’—and absolutely 
without any feeling of personal grievance, 
spite or ili-will, for I have none but the kina- 
liest personal feelings toward the President. 

Were I to do otherwise I would degrade my- 
self in my 
the trust 1 hold from the good people of my 
loved and great State—and unmindaful of 
the imperishable principles of our great 

litical organization, of which I am an 
umble member, and which has survived the 
storms and wrecks of a century, and will 
survive aslongas our free institutions are 
reserved.

FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


Resume of the Past Week by the Banking 
House of Henry Clews & Co. 


New YorK, Feb. 12.—During the past week 
Wall street has shown little change from the 
late dullness coupled with steadiness of 
prices. Almost the only stocks that have 
shown any activity are the industrials, They 
are the only ones that’ Pave directly sympa- 


thized with the passage of the tariff bill in 
the House of Representatives; and,somewhat 
singularly, the changesin their value have 
been upward; that, however, may be due to 
their having been oversold ip advance of the 
action of the House, 

The completion of the Government loan 
bas produced a more settled feeling,although 
owing tothe politicai opposition to the ne- 
gotiation fomented in Washington the oper- 
ation was robbed of the ecilat of a large sur- 
plus of offers and high premiums, yet it is on 
all sides regarded as having had a most ben- 
eficial effect. It settles many harassing 
doubts connecje’ with possible objectiona- 
ble ways of getting the money. The intro- 
duction of the silver question into the opera- 
tion has been obviated, the coin reserve of 
the Treasury has been restored toabout its 
former strength and the working balance of 
the Government has been increased. 
As doubts overhanging the finances of a 
Government always have a widely disturb- 
ing effect, the settlement of the misgivings 
in this case is a matter of much congratula- 
tion, Moreover, it is a boon to the banks 
that solarge an amountof their unwieldy 
cash balances has been transferred to where 
the money properly belongs. The result is a 
more bnormal distribution of the currency; 
andthe period is brought so much nearer 
when the banks may hope for a moderate 
rate of interest on thelr loans, 

Inthis country, business still shows eyi- 
dence of a slow improvement. There is some 
abatement of the resumption of work by 
long idle factories and iron works; but that 
is notremarkabie after such a marked re- 
newal of production as occurred last month. 
The depression remains greatest in the 
Western, Middle and Eastern States, while 
inthe Far West, Southwest and South, it ig 
much milder, From the latter sections there 
is a fair aggregate demand for goods, though 
itcomesinathin continuous stream rather 
than in active bounds, and therefore makes 
show.
